By shipping incarload lots the Alliance 
also expects some concessions from 
the transportation companies. Impie- 
ments, seeds and general farm supplies 
will be bought by the businegs representa- 
tive «f the Alliance at different points, in 
larger lots, and furnished to the farmers at 
cost. Itis underswwod that seVeral sales 
have already been made, while purchases 
are quite extensive in the way of seeds and 
impiewents. 

So farascan be learnedthe Alliance in 
this State wiiltake no independent action 
in politics so fir as candidates are con- 
cerned, contending itself rather with miat- 
ters of business, and legislation caiculated 
to be of benefit to its members. Lu so far 
as supporting any political party, it will 
rather aim to support the best candidate ef 
either party.

tion Case Continued. 


THE PLAINTIFF’S TESTIMONY. 


Dennis O’Brien on the Stand—Some 
of the Letters Explained—Mrs, 
Freebey Granted a 
Divorce. 


Considerable public interest has been 
aroused in the d.mage suit of Jessie U. 
Marshall against Jacob S. Taylor, which 
has for three days past been pending in 
Department Five of the Superior Court. 
Jessie, the plaintiff, is suing for $50,000 
damages on the ground that the defendant 
Taylor seduced her and is the father of the 
interesting baby girl that is produced in the 
courtroom. 

Yesterday morning when the case was 
called, it being the third day of the trial, 
the courtroom was crowded with a rather 
curious throng of spectators intent on hear- 
iug every word of the rather sensational 
testimony that was expected. 

The plaintiff berself, accompanied by her 
mother, Mrs. Susan A. Wilson, and by two 
lady frieuds, was promptiy on hand with 
her council. The pretty little dimpl faced 
baby girl, which Jessie claims has the de- 
fendant to thank for ite paternity, was 
there also. All the morning it nestled in 
the arms of one of the lady friends while 
its mother was upon the stand being rigidly 
cross-examined by counsel for the defense. 
It never whimpered, but lay quietly sleep- 
ing most of the time. 

The cross-examination of Jessie occupied 
the entire forenoon session, and until about 
8 o’clock in the afternoon. When she left 
tbe stand, after having been there for some 
three hours and a half, during which she 
underwent a great deal of questioning, she 
was apparently as fresh a8 & daisy. She 
took great interest in the examination of 
the other witnesses who testified after she 
left the stand, frequently arising to post her 
counsel as to questions that should be asked. 

The plaintitt concluded her case at 4:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, Anu adjourno- 
ment was then taken until today at 10 
o’clock a. m., when the defense will open 
their c..se, 

Upon cross-examination yesterday morn- 
ing, Jessie told the siory of her life. She 
said that she was born in Neva Scotia, and 
that when but 9 years of age she had left 
there with her father and mother. in 1381 
she reached St, Louis and later journeyed 
to Las Vegas, N. M., thence to Prescott, 
Ariz., and from there to Oak:and, Cal. 
From Oakland Mies Marshall proceeded to 
San Francisco, where, after a short resi- 
dence she removed to San Diego. 

The witness admitted that a short time 
after the departure of her family from Nova 
Scotia her tather died, Her mother after 
this married a man named Wils-»n. While 
a widow Jessie said that her mother worked 
as a dressmaker and followed otber houur- 
able vocations. 

Jessie informed the defendant’s counsel 
that in 1838 she secured employment at Del 
Marinthe defendant Tayior’s hotel as a 
waitress. Upon the circumstances § sur- 
rounding her ruin she was very rigidly ex- 
amined and made to tellevery detail of the 
entire affair. This she did admirably, giv- 
ing miuute particulars and drawing a 
diagram of the cottage where Taylor 
violated her person, and describing the fur- 
niture.

Ouly $180 was given the girl by Taylor, 
$100 of which was given when Jessie was 
about to become a mother. 

The cross-exawminvation of the plaintiff 
was conciuded at the afternoon session. 

The next witness ewe upon the stand 
was Jessie’s mother, Mrs. Susan A. Wilson. 
Mrs, Wilson isa rather bright, intelligent 
lady. She gave her testimony ina quick, 
rather impulsive manner. She g:ve an ac- 
count ot where she bad been and what she 
had done since the birthof her daughter. 
She produced the certificate of Jessie’s 
birth, which was introduced in evidence as 
an exhibit of the plaintiff. 

Upon cross-examination the defendant’s 
counsel introduced in evidence a letter 
written by herto Dennis O’Brien. The 
witness examined the letter after which 
she stated that twolines of it had been 
erased and the sum €30 had been raised to 
read 

‘Ibis created a sensation in the courtroom, 
and the introduction of the letter in evi- 
dence was«bjected to by the counsel for the 
plaint.ff. ‘Lhe ground was that a torgery 
bad been committed and that the erasure 
might change the sense of the letter 

Dennis O’ Brien was then placed upon the 
staud, Mrs. Wilson being temporariiy with- 
drawn. The objoctuf O’Brien’s testimony 
was to show what had been erased in the 
letter. He got caught yesterday afternvon 
very cleverly. 

When the letter was shown him 
he identified it as -one he had re 
ceived fruin Mrs. Wilson. He admit- 
ted that he had made the erasure of 
the two lines. He said he had done so for 
the purpose of heipiag the plaintiff in her 
case. He cvwuld rot remember: what the 
words that be had erased were, but he 
thought they might damage her case, and 
be had therefore rubbed them out, 

“Did you reise the figures $50 appearing 
in the letter to $90?” was asked 0’ Lrien. 

“That question I decline to answer at 
this time,’”? was O’Brien’s reply, after some 
hesitation aud after he hid been informed 
what bis rights were in the matter. 

Finally, after some further discussion, 
during which Mrs, Wilson related as near 
as she could, the substance of the sentence 
erased in the letter, it was admittedin evi- 
dence «nd read to the jury. 

The letter was really an appeal toO’Brien 
to loan Mrs. Wilsou $150 on five acres of 
land which she owned neac San Jaciutu in 
San Diego county, for the purpose of prose- 
cuting this suit against Taylor. Im the 
letter Mrs. Wilson told of the prospects of 
winning this suit, the fayorabie reports she 
had received from lawyers who had looked 
into the case, and closed with an earnest 
appeal to O’Brien to assist her by a loan of 
money on mortgage security, 

Mrs. Wilson was then again called to the 
stand and on direct examination she related 
the circumstances under which she had 

nned the letter to O’Brien which had just 

en read. Sbe swore that O’Brien nad 
always professed great friendship for Jws- 
sie; thatin November, 1889, he came to 
Newhall to see her. At that time be again 
protested that he was Jessie’s friend and 
intimated that he well Knew that she had 
been ruined by Taylor. He agreed to lend 
Mrs. Wilson at that time muney to assist in 
prosecuting the case, 

After O’Brien jeit, Mrs. Taylor said that 
Lawyer Hoicomb advised her to write the 
letter to O’Brien for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether or not he was what he 
so thoroughly professed to be, a true friend 
of Jessie. She thereupon wrote the let- 


er. . 

The letter received from O’Brien in 
answer to the one she wrote him was shown 
the plaintiff and identified by her. lt tad 
been previousiy intr.duced as evidence. 

After testimony by Lawyer Holcomb on 
this point the plaintiff rested, 

Upon the stipulativn by the defendant’s 
attorneys that no motion for a nun-suit 
‘would be made, an adjourument was taken 
until 10 a. m. today.

As a matter of 
fact, when banks’ customers fl urish they 
flourish; when customers fail they grow 
sick, When financial death comes w the 
one life’s titful dream is over with the other. 

So with the return of prosperity to our 
glorious country, the bank presidents and 
cashiers will fairly revel in delight, and on 
their manly and intelligent brows joy will 
sit supreme where sorrow and troubie erst- 
while reigned. 

My humble prediction is that the contin- 
ued gro-wtr aod prosperity of Southern 
ifornia cannot be estimated by the most 
vivid imagination, 

What country in the whole universe offers 
such a climate to the healthy or sick, the 
rich or the poor? 

What soil under heaven tempte the tiller 
with such prodigious returns that the mere 
telling without elaboration reads like a 
fairy tale? , 

jn contemplation of the advance and 
growth of our country, blest above all lands 
with its soft and geniai climate the year 
round; its soil a rich and generous one, 
yielding fruits and products ia great abund-

count with one bank by a three-day loan 
one month, and close it the next bya 
similar transaction with another instita- 
tion. This city is liberally infested with 
such depositors. We should re- 
quire regular borrowers to maintain credit 
balances equal to a fair percentage of their 
accumUlations. 

A great growing evil which should be 
suppressed is the enormous amount of 
gratuitous work done by us fur our cus- 
tomers, 

A uniform rate of exchange should be 
adopted by the banks and strictly adhered 
to. If something is not done to check the 
bidding by banks for business we shail 
soon be offering ‘“‘chromoss” for accounts 
in addition to al! our gratuitous work. 

I would suggest that our Ciearing-house 
Association take the initiative in the or- 
ganization of a State bankers’ association. 

A resolution instructing the Clearing- 
house Committee toissue an address call- 
ing “ee the bankers of California to meet 
and form the California Bankers’ Asso 
ciation would reflect credit upon us as the 
organizers and do us honor. 

‘ne necessity of a State association for 
the purpose of bringing financiers together 
for discussions of questions of vital im- 

ftance to their own success and the 

tate’s advancement and prosperity is 

clearly shown by such enactments upon 
the statute books as the Mortgage ‘Tax 
Law, et al. 

The recent disturbance in financial circles 
shows the absolute necessity of codperation 
among ali bankers, not only loca!, but State 
and national. 

Twice in the United States within the 
last ten years have we seen “Blick Fri- 
days” and wide-spread disaster averted by 
action and -cvdperation of New 

ork banks in the issuance of clearing- 
house certificates. Very . recently the 
mighty B.nk of England and the Koths- 
childs with others were not slow in joining 
hands to save from financial ruin what was 
hitherto conceived to be the almost impreg- 
nabie house of the Barings. Their codpera- 
tion and prompt action was the means of 
nancial panic which would 
ave disturbed, if not utterly paralyzed, the 
whole business world. 

In this connection allow me to advance 
this argument: 

The fact that the removal of £5,000,000 of 
gold by Kussia from the Barings should 
make them fail and cause the banks of 
Engiand, Ireland, Franceyand Germany to 
be called to the rescue to meet $15,000.000 
acceptances payable in gold, shows con- 
Clusively that the single standard gold 
policy of England, has been badly shaken 
up, aud that bimetalism will soon be the 
policy of the world.

Proposed Steamship Line to the Ha~ 
w ilian Isiands. 

The latest enterprise contemplated is a 
steamship line between some of the neigh- 
boring seaports, Ballona, Redondo, or San 
Pedro, and Honolulu. Tne wmatter has 
been brought to the attention of the Board 
of ‘Trade, and is now veing investigated by 
that body.

ports in that nation, and yet having all the 
advantages of an American steamer, except 
duing the coastwise business, 

lt is proposed to organize the company 
under the name of the California and P.- 
cific Navigation Company, with a capital 
stuck of $125,000, a certaiu portion of which 
wiil be issued tu Livingston, Clark & Co. in 
payment for their present business between 
Sanu Francisco, San Diego and the Hawaiian 
ports, the said firm to assign its shipping 


} contracts to the new firm. It is aiso claimed 


that $25,000 will be taken among the sugar 
planters of Honolulu, 


The: projectors of; the enterprise claim 


that it. witt pay’ outset, the. Ha- 


Capacity of the vessel have ‘already been 
secured for a period of three years. 

The total cost of operating a steamer of 
2000 tons, making twelve trips per year be- 
tween the islands and this coast is esti- 
mated at $103,600. This inclides every- 
thing, including and insurance, 
The estimated receipts for the same period, 
based on contracts already in existence, are 
placed at $179,550, which would leave a net 
profit on the tace of the exhibit of $75,950. 
It is further cl .imed that the new is 
in DO way inimical tu any existing com- 
pany, as the Spreckels boat has had to re- 
fuse treight fur the past six mouths, and 
there is enough freigutin sight, to make 
the venture a success, even i 
were inv existence. 

The matter is receiving the careful atten- 
tion of business men, and if the claims of 
the prejectors a:e borae out, it is more than 
probab.e that the line wili be established. 
It is asserted that $1.000,000 worth of bus- 
iness can be built up for Southern Califor- 
nia the first year, and this amouut can be 
steadily increased.

GULLED A WOMAN, 


Disgraceful Charges Againsta Prom- 
inent London Financier. . 

LonpDoN, Dec. 9.—| By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The trial of the ac- 
tion for damages brought by Harry 
Marks, proprietor of the Financial 
News, against G. W. Butterfield, an 
American company promoter, who, 
Marks charges, libeled him by issuinga 
pamphlet in which he accused Marks 
of stealing jewelry and moneys from 
Mrs. Koppel, widow of the proprietor 
of the New York Jewish Times, was 
continued today. Mrs. Koppel testi- 
tied yesterday as to the intimate rela- 
tions that existed between her- 
self and Marks, and today the 
was subjected to cross-examination, 
She signed receipts for moneys with- 
out knowing the nature of the docu- 
ments. She was probably drunk when 
she signed them. Marks used to 
make her drunk. She signeda bill of 
sale of paper to Marks, but received 


po money for it. She might have 


have signed a denial of the charge 
that Marks had robbed her, but she 
never heard of it. She had never 
sworn tosuch a denial. Soon after be- 
coming acquainted with her Marks 
got her to sign a power of attorney. 
She did not then know what that 
meant. She was then on affectionate 
terms with him. They lived together 
as man aud wife, and she wasready to 
sign anything for him. 
Mr. Burch, a clerk in the employ of 
Butterfield, solicitor, proved a copy of 
the warrant, showing that Marks had 
Mrs. Koppel arrestedjn New York as 
a lunatic, and papers sbowing her 
release aud subsequent action against 
Marks. The case is exciting much in- 
terest here, owing to Mark’s position 
and his rapid financial success. He is 
a member of the London County Coun- 
cil, and expects to stand as a Tory 
candidate tor a seat in Commons.

MEXICAN LOTTERIES. 
A New Method of Adv »rtising Draw- 

ings Through the Malls. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.] It is stated at the 
Postoffice Department that the mails 
sent from Mexico into the United 
States recently have been burdened 
with circulars of Mexican lotteries en- 
closed in sealed envelopes, the corners 
of which were clipped and postage 
paid at the rate of one 
cent, which is permissable un- 
der the laws of Mexico. Under the 
laws of the United States the enclos- 
ure of such circulars in a sealed en- 
velope would require them to be held 
for postage and refused admission to 
the mail as printed matter. 

The Postmaster-General has been in 
correspondence q@ith the Director- 
General of Posts of Mexico on the 
subject, and it has been agreed that 
the lottery circulars referred to shall 
no longer be carried in the mails nor 
delivered to addresses in this country.
